Fostoria.  Ohio  holds  Wooden  Money  Dav 
NUMISMATIC  NEWS  November  4,  1997 
The  mayor  of  Fostoria,  Ohio  proclaimed  Sept.  21, 

1 997,  as  John  Rogers  Wooden  Money  Day. 

A proclamation  states  that  this  was  done  to  recognize 
both  the  contribution  of  John  Rogers  Company  to  the 
economy  of  Fostoria  and  to  the  wooden  money 
collecting  industry.  Collectors  estimate  that  between 
1 938  and  1 976,  the  Rogers  Company  produced  over 
85  percent  of  the  wooden  money  issued  to 
commemorate  civic  celebrations  in  the  U.S. 

During  Fostoria  '97,  the  committee  saw  a need  to 
have  a permanent  home  for  the  wooden  money 
produced  for  the  1 954  Fostoria  Centennial.  The 
Fostoria  Historical  Society  already  had  a John  B. 
Rogers  Room  in  their  museum,  but  they  did  not  have 
a display  for  the  wooden  money.  Rogers  produced  a 
32-piece  set  of  woods  for  the  1 954  Centennial,  so  a 
fund  was  started  to  purchase  a display  case.  The 
Fostoria  Coin  Club  was  enlisted  to  assist  in  obtaining 
the  missing  pieces  of  the  32-piece  set.  John  Rogers 
Wooden  Money  Day  was  the  date  of  presentation,  and 
the  display  case  was  presented  by  Norm  Boughton  on 
behalf  of  the  Fostoria  '97  committee.  Greg  Brown,  of 


the  Fostoria  Coin  Club,  presented  some  of  the 
missing  wooden  money.  Donations  of  Fostoria 
1 954  wooden  money  are  still  being  solicited  to 
complete  the  set  and  can  be  made  to  the  Fostoria 
Historical  Society,  P.  0.  Box  142,  Fostoria,  OH. 
44830.  The  Fostoria  '97  committee  took  advantage 
of  the  United  States  Postal  Service's  participation  by 
issuing  a special  wooden  postcard.  The  reverse  of  the 
postcard  features  the  design  of  one  of  the  Fostoria 
wooden  nickels.  Postcards  may  be  purchased  for

And  the  Wooden  Medal  Goes  to A wooden  medal 

might  seem  like  a joke,  but  $73,810.00  is  a high 
price  to  pay  for  a good  laugh.  That  was  the  sum 
given  at  Sotheby's  on  July  8,  1 997  for  the  1 528 
medallic  portrait  of  Lienhard  Schregl,  a wealthy 
young  Augsburg  merchant  who  died  in  1 534.  No 
Actual  medals  derived  from  this  portrait  are 
known  to  the  experts,  but  this  2-1/2"  diameter 
wooden  model  for  a medal  that  may  never  have 
been  struck  proved  highly  desirable  as  an  example 
of  the  work  of  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
German  woodcrafters  of  that  age,  Christoph 
Weidlitz.  The  medal  was  part  of  a 1 55-lot 
collection  of  German  Renaissance  medals  left  over 
(unsold)  from  a famous  1924  Frankfurt  sale  of 
the  collection?  of  Hermann  Vogel  (1841-1917) 
Maine  Antique  Digest,  November,  1 977

INTERNATIONAL  ORGANIZATION  OF  WOODEN  MONEY  COLLECTORS 


Folks,  That  Bit  of  Wood  In  Your  Hands  Could  Be  Really  Special!

I focus  on  every  kind  of  token  (metal,  wood,  plastic,  fiber,  cardboard,  etc.)  and  exonumia  issues  from 
one  California  County  (Merced).  For  the  moment  my  locale  may  still  fit  the  description  of  "out-of- 
the-way"  in  this  State.  However,  as  the  recently  designated  location  of  the  next  University  of 
' California  (due  to  open  in  the  year  2005,  the  first  new  U.C.  since  the  early  1960's),  Merced  is  sure 
to  become  more  and  more  prominent  in  the  coming  years.  Periodically  I send  my  "Woods  Want  list" 
out  with  a letter  of  inquiry  to  wood  collectors  from  this  part  of  the  county  but  have  fared  poorly  with 
replies.  I suspect  that  there  are  several  possible  reasons  for  this--perhaps  people  don't  have  the 
woods  I’m  looking  for,  or  their  pieces  aren't  organized,  and  they  can't  tell  if  they  have  them  or  not. 
Maybe  I just  haven't  talked  to  enough  wood  collectors,  but  it  seems  that  a goodly  percentage  of  those 
I've  met  really  focus  on  personal  issues  or  Holiday  themes  or  similar  topics.  Personal  issues  will 
also  find  their  way  into  my  collection  if  I become  aware  of  them  and  if  they  are  from  my  focus  area- 
but  its  the  local  merchant  and  advertising-related  pieces  that  are  fascinating  historical  items  for 
me. ..Come  to  think  of  it,  though,  couldn't  merchant  issues  be  considered  a type  of  personal  issue  also? 
Theyare  often  issued  by  an  individual,  and  have  simply  been  designed  to  filfill  another  function,  too. 
There  don't  seem  to  be  too  many  collectors'  at  least  that  I am  aware  of,  who  pursue  everything  equally 
in  the  way  of  tokens,  advertising  pieces,  etc. -old  metal  as  well  as  woods,  plastics  and  so  forth.  This 
has  always  seemed  to  me  to  be  a bit  short-sighted,  at  least  for  merchant  token  collectors,  if  someone 
has  any  interest  in  the  historical  aspects  of  merchant-related  numismatic  items.  Today's  issues 
often  disapper  just  as  quickly  as  the  old  metal  pieces  seem  to  have  done  50  or  a 1 00  years  ago.  In  fact 
it  is  ironic  that  in  some  cases  I have  seen  quite  a few  examples  of  a 1 00-plus  year  old  metal  token 
from  my  area  but  have  never  seen  a single  example  of  a particular  wooden  nickel  that  may  have  been 
issued  in  the  past  twenty  or  thirty  years,  except  by  reference  in  a token  book  or  by  word  of  mouth. 
"Merced"s  Wurst"  was  one  of  these.  Charles  Kappen's  1 974  tome,  California  Tokens,  provided  the 
description,  including  its  location  "next  to  Greyhound  Station".  A review  of  the  telephone  books  and 
business  directories  revealed  that  the  "free  cup  of  coffee"  offered  by  this  wooden  nickel  had  been 
given  only  during  some  portion  of  1 973.  That  was  the  year  I arrived  in  Merced  to  pursue  a new  job... 
but  more  than  a decade  before  I became  a confirmed  token  addict,  in  the  mid-1  980's.  I've  given  quite 
a few  presentations  since  then  on  collecting,  particularly  local  tokens,  to  a variety  of  audiences 
ranging  from  service  clubs  to  student  classrooms.  During  that  time  I have  used  the  "Merced  Wurst" 
wooden  nickel  over  and  over  again  as  my  classic  example  of  elusiveness.  Perhaps  it's  because  it  was 
being  used  at  the  time  I came  to  town-ln  fact,  I might  have  saved  years  of  anguish  merely  bt  taking  a 
short  walk  from  my  office,  if  only  I had  experienced  an  inclination  years  before  my  token  obsession 
actually  arrived!  Traditionally,  the  title  "King  of  Merced  Tokens"  has  been  accorded  to  an  old  metal 
rarity  from  the  1 880's-Merced's  Quigley  Saloon  token.  Howeve,  I had  seen  two  examples  of  that 
saloon  token  in  the  past  thirteen  years. ..but  I have  never  seen  an  example  of  "Merced's  Wurst".  What 
else  could  I say,  if  only  slightly  tongue-in-cheek-as  far  as  I was  concerned,  this  wooden  nickel  was 
the  rarer  piece.  Continued  on  page  1 1 as  "Merced1  Wurst"

Membership  incentive  wood  issues 
Just  a reminder  that  with  each  new  member  or  a past 
member  that  you  bring  back  into  the  club,  you  will 
receive  an  incentive  wood  for  each  up  to  a total  of  5. 
The  incentive  woods  are  wooden  nickels  printed  in  red 
on  both  sides.  One  side  has  the  club  logo  and  the  other 
side  has  one  letter  in  the  center.  When  these  five 
woods  are  put  together  they  make  a set  I.O.W.M.C. 

Each  wood  has  a value  from  5 C to  $1 .00.  There  have 
been  nine  of  these  sets  sent  out  so  they  are  not 
common  issues  in  collections.  The  nice  part  about 
this  program  is  that  it  runs  each  year  to  give  each  of 
the  club  members  a chance  (incentive)to  complete 
the  set.  The  date  is  hand  stamped  on  each  wood,  and 
the  color  is  changed  each  year  of  issue.  If  you  signed 
up  three  members  last  year,  you  would  need  only  two 
this  year  to  complete  the  set.  This  means  that  you 
would  have  two  different  colors  for  the  date.  To  have 
the  same  color  for  all  five  woods  you  must  sign  up  5 
new  members  in  the  same  year.  Incentive  woods  that 
are  due  to  members  are  mailed  out  at  the  end  of  each 
year.  Sign  up  5 members  this  year  and  add  a set  of 
woods  to  your  collection  that  reflect  your  support  to 
your  hobby  & club....

1 3 Reasons  Why  Commemorative  Wooden  Money  Is  More  Collectible 

(Note;  The  term  "commemorative"  for  the  purpose  of  this  article  accurately  describes  "official"  and  some 

"semi-official"  wooden  money  issues.) 

(1 ) Commemorative  woods  are  actual  historic  relics  from  communities  we  live  in  or  have  often  been  to. 

(2)  They  were  issued  during  events  which  we  may  have  actually  been  present  at. 

(3)  Most  carry  the  actual  date  and  location  as  well  as  a description  of  the  event  celebrated. 

(4)  They  are  very  durable. 

(5)  They  are  easily  stored. 

(6)  They  often  have  beautiful  designs  crafted  by  local  artists  who  we  personally  know. 

(7)  They  are  colorful  and  eye  catching  when  displayed, 

(8)  They  draw  us  into  both  the  history  and  the  geography  of  the  area  where  they  were  issued  from. 

(9)  Most  issues  are  large  enough  so  that  the  pieces  are  realistically  attainable  for  a collection,  but  small 

enough  so  that  demand  will  always  exceed  supply.  This  factor  will  increase  their  value. 

(10)  It  is  doubtful  that  large  scale  commercial  production  will  ever  blight  the  wood  collecting  hobby  as  it 
has  the  trading  card  or  coin  collecting  hobby  simply  because  most  woods  are  issued  for  souvenir 
purposes  to  commemorate  local  events  rather  than  to  satisfy  a national  collector's  market. 

(11)  Wood  collecting  will  always  be  a hobby  where  most  of  the  locally  produced  woods  will  be  in  the 
possession  of  local  people,  and  will  be  passed  on  from  one  generation  to  the  next  as  heirlooms 
regardless  of  their  monetary  value  or  that  of  there  scarcity. 

(1  2)  The  ideal  way  to  collect  woods  is  by  community,  with  the  County  being  the  most  popular  and 
comprehensive  while  still  remaining  small  enough  to  be  manageable. 

(13)  Most  commemorative  woods  are  "still  out  there:  rather  than  in  the  hands  of  dealers  or  collectors.  This 
makes  most  of  them  more  attainable  to  the  resourceful  new  collector  who  is  putting  their  efforts  on  the 
area  where  they  live.

A few  miles  outside  of  San  Antonio,  near  Camp  Bullis,  T exas,  hidden  in  the  hill  country,  is  a small  villa  This  is 
the  home  of  the  wooden  money  factory,  Communicate  It  Ink  Go  visit  David  Niesen  and  his  folks  and  you  will  get 
a good  education  on  the  modern  ways  wooden  nickels  and  dollars  are  made  You  will  be  fascinated  in  the 
procedure;  I sure  was.  We  would  think  there  would  be  presses  and  the  old  roller  type  printer  working  to  make 
woods.  Not  any  more!  The  process  now  is  the  "silk  screening"  mode,  much  like  is  done  to  get  a photograph  put 
on  a tee  shirt.  The  entire  process  starts  by  David  working  the  art  requirements  needed  to  put  designs  on  the 
wooden  nickel. 

David  designs  the  wood  on  a computer.  He  uses  graphics  from  all  types  of  computer  programs,  or  draws  the 
needed  art  himself.  The  lettering  is  nothing  more  than  typed  lines,  using  arcs  and  different  fonts.  Once  the 
design  is  completed,  the  "original"  is  duplicated  into  templates  and  "printed"  onto  acetate  plastic.  The  templates 
are  lined  up  in  sheets  and  then  heat  transferred  onto  a screen  film,  making  a "negative"  master  which  can  be 
inked  on  the  negative  part  of  the  master  and  that  is  what  comes  out  on  the  wood.  The  screening  process  does 
take  some  time  and  there  are  periods  where  David  and  his  people  have  to  wash  the  negative  plates  and  wait  for 
drying  periods.  I have  tried  to  explain  the  process  in  a basic  outline  and  am  sure  there  are  complicated  steps  I 
have  oversimplified  But,  the  screening  process  makes  the  woods  much  more  clear,  detailed,  and  the  art  work 
better  pleasing  to  the  eye.  The  process  does  take  on  another  spectrum  when  the  woods  are  to  be  printed  in 
different  colors  on  the  same  side,  when  the  desire  is  a number  or  year  overprint,  or  the  outcome  is  to  be  a 
design  with  a different  ink  color  in  a shadowing  effect 

The  company  relates  they  can  produce  several  hundred  different  woods  at  once.  The  hold  up  would  be  the 
number  of  sheets  they  would  have  available  to  do  so.  Mr.  Niesen  stressed  his  company  is  progressing  and  he 
will  have  a larger  stock  of  sheets  in  the  future.  I thought  this  was  a mute  point  as  I saw  the  production  of 
numerous  woods  in  the  short  visits  I made  to  the  factory  Yes,  Communicate  It  Ink  Co.  is  growing  very  rapidly 
and  I kinda  feel  they  will  lead  the  market  shortly  in  wooden  money  production 

My  first  visit  to  the  company  was  when  they  had  made  about  300  different  woods.  My  second  visit  was  about 
four  months  later  and  they  had  made  400  to  500  more  woods.  Plus  during  my  last  visit,  David  informed  me  he 
was  slightly  behind  with  some  30  orders  waiting  to  be  completed  He  had  run  out  of  wood  blanks,  but  had 
received  a shipment  of  some  100,000  plus  while  I was  there 

The  last  part  of  this  article  is  intended  to  give  you  information  about  the  owner  and  operator  of  this  small  company 
David  Niesen  has  made  a couple  of  woods  for  me.  He  bent  over  backwards  to  ensure  my  woods  were  done 
expertly  and  with  the  highest  quality.  But,  in  one  case,  I put  the  pressure  on  him  and  had  to  have  the  wood 
completed  for  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the  US  Air  Force  and  the  lead  time  for  David  was  only  a day  and  a half  ... 

Guess  what the  wood  was  done  perfectly  and  delivered  to  meet  my  schedule.  David  has  told  me  numerous 

times  he  is  willing  to  try  and  develop  any  type  of  wood  piece  a collector  or  club  would  want  He  is  very  interested 
in  furthering  the  wooden  money  collecting  hobby.  He  worked  the  cardboard  page  for  displays  and  had  it 
designed  to  be  used  as  a means  to  ensure  securing  woods  during  shipment  between  the  collectors  He  has 
also  worked  to  design  woods  with  different  colors  in  overlays  and  has  produced  several  woods  with  different 
planchet  painted  in  different  colors.  Further,  he  is  investigating  ways  to  produce  quality  wood  flats  and  I would 
suspect  this  project  will  be  concluded  in  the  near  future.  I hope  this  short  article  has  given  you  some 
perspective  on  the  way  our  woods  are  made  now  and  provides  some  information  on  one  wooden  money 
factory,  Communicate  It  Ink.

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BALSA  WOOD 


Where  does  balsa  wood  come  from?  Balsa  trees  grow  naturally  in  the  humid  rain  forests  of  Central  and  South 
America  Its  natural  range  extends  south  from  Guatemala,  through  Central  America,  to  the  nodh  and  west  coast  of  South 
America  as  far  as  Bolivia  However,  the  small  country  of  Ecuador,  on  the  western  coast  of  South  America  is  the  primary 
source  of  model  aircraft  grade  balsa  in  the  world  Balsa  needs  a warm  climate  with  plenty  of  rainfall  and  good  drainage 
For  that  reason,  the  best  stands  of  balsa  usually  appear  on  the  high  ground  between  tropical  rivers  Ecuador  has  the 
ideal  geography  and  climate  for  growing  balsa  trees.  The  scientific  name  for  balsa  wood  is  ochroma  lagopus  The  word 
balsa  itself  is  Spanish  meaning  raft,  in  reference  to  its  excellent  flotation  qualities  In  Ecuador  it  is  known  as  Boya, 
meaning  buoy 

How  does  balsa  wood  grow?  There  is  no  such  thing  as  entire  forests  of  balsa  trees  They  grow  singly  or  in  very 
small, widely  scattered  groups  in  the  jungle.  For  hundreds  of  years,  balsa  was  actually  considered  a weed  tree  They 
reproduce  by  growing  hundreds  of  long  seed  pods,  which  eventually  open  up  and,  with  the  help  of  the  wind,  scatter 
thousands  of  new  seeds  over  a large  area  of  the  jungle  Each  seed  is  airborne  on  its  own  small  wisp  of  down,  similar  to 
the  way  dandelion  seeds  spread  The  seeds  eventually  fall  to  the  ground  and  are  covered  by  the  litter  of  the  jungle 
There  they  lay  and  accumulate  until  one  day  there  is  an  opening  in  the  jungle  canopy  large  enough  for  the  sun's  rays  to 
strike  the  jungle  floor  and  start  the  seeds  growing  Wherever  there  was  a opening,  made  either  by  a farmer  or  by 
another  tree  dying,  balsa  will  spring  up  as  thick  as  grass.  A farmer  is  often  hard  put  to  keep  his  food  plot  clear  of  balsa 
As  the  new  balsa  trees  grow,  the  strongest  will  become  predominate  and  the  weaker  trees  will  die  By  the  time  they  are 
mature,  there  may  be  only  one  or  two  balsa  trees  to  an  acre  of  jungle  There  they  lay  and  accumulate  until  one  day  there 
is  an  opening  in  the  jungle  canopy  large  enough  for  the  suns  rays  to  strike  the  jungle  floor  and  start  the  seeds  growing 
Wherever  there  was  an  opening,  made  either  by  a farmer  or  by  another  tree  dying,  balsa  will  become  predominate  and 
the  weaker  trees  will  die.  By  the  time  they  mature,  there  may  be  only  one  or  two  trees  to  an  acre. 

How  long  does  it  take  a Balsa  tree  to  grow?  Balsa  trees  grow  very  rapidly  (like  all  pesky  weeds)  Six  months 
after  theirgermination,  the  tree  is  about  1-1/2  inches  in  diameter  and  10  - 12  feet  tall!  In  6 to  10  years  the  tree  is  ready  for 
cutting  down,  and  will  have  reached  a height  of  60  to  90  feet  tall  and  a diameter  of  12  to  45  inches 
How  are  Balsa  trees  harvested?  The  real  start  of  the  balsa  business  was  back  in  World  War  1 , when  the  allies  were 
in  need  of  a plentiful  substitute  for  cork  The  only  drawback  to  using  balsa  was,  and  still  is,  the  back  breaking  work  that  is 
necessary  to  get  it  out  of  the  jungle.  Because  of  the  way  the  individual  balsa  trees  are  scattered  throughout  the 
jungles,  it  has  never  been  possible  to  use  mass  production  logging  procedures  or  equipment  The  best  way  to  log 
balsa  trees  is  to  go  back  to  the  methods  of  Paul  Bunyan-  chop  them  down  with  an  axe,  haul  them  to  the  nearest  river  by 
ox  team  , tie  them  together  as  rafts,  and  then  float  them  to  the  nearest  saw  mill  At  the  mill  the  raw  balsa  is  first  rough  cut 
into  large  boards,  then  carefully  kiln  dried,  and  finally  packed  into  bales  for  shipment  to  the  U S via  ocean  freighter 
Final  cutting  and  finishing  on  the  balsa  are  done  here. 

Why  is  balsa  so  light?  The  secret  to  balsa  wood's  lightness  can  only  be  seen  under  a microscope  The  cells  are  big 
and  very  thin  walled,  so  that  the  ratio  of  solid  matter  to  open  space  is  as  small  as  possible  Most  woods  have  gobs  of 
heavy,  plastic-like  cement,  called  lignin,  holding  the  cells  together  In  balsa,  lignin  is  at  a minimum.  Only  about  40%  of 
the  volume  of  a piece  of  balsa  is  solid  substance  Balsa  wood  cells  are  full  of  water  to  give  the  tree  strength  when 
standing  This  also  means  that  it  takes  two  weeks  for  balsa  to  be  in  the  kiln  to  reduce  the  water  content  to  6% 

How  light  is  kiln  dried  balsa  wood?  Finished  balsa  wood,  like  you  find  in  model  airplane  kits,  varies  in  weight 
Balsa  is  occasionally  found  weighing  as  little  as  4 lbs.  per  square  foot  However,  the  general  rule  to  commercial  balsa  for 
model  airplanes  will  weigh  between  6 pounds  to  18  pounds  per  cu  ft  Eight  to  twelve  pound  balsa  is  considered 
medium  or  the  woods  average  weight,  and  is  by  far  the  most  plentiful  Six  pounds  or  less  is  considered  "contest  grade", 
which  is  very  rare  and  sometimes  even  impossible  to  obtain 

Is  balsa  the  lightest  wood  in  the  world?  No!  Most  people  are  surprised  to  hear  that  botanically,  balsa  wood  is 
only  about  the  third  or  fourth  lightest  wood  in  the  world  However,  all  the  woods  which  are  lighter  than  balsa  are  terribly 
weak  and  unsuitable  for  any  practical  use  The  very  lightest  varieties  don't  really  resemble  wood  at  all.  as  we  commonly 
think  of  it,  but  are  more  like  a tree-like  vegetable  that  grows  in  rings,  similar  in  texture  to  an  onion  It  is  not  until  balsa  is 
reached  that  there  is  any  sign  of  real  strength  combined  with  lightness  In  fact,  balsa  wood  is  often  considered  the 
strongest  wood  for  its  weight  in  the  world  today.  Pound  for  pound  it  is  stronger  in  some  respects  than  pine,  hickory,  or 
even  the  mighty  oak  Next  time  you  are  looking  at  a Christmas  flat  made  out  of  balsa  wood,  you  should  realize  it  is 
even  more  special  for  what  it  has  taken  a part  of  the  balsa  tree  to  reach  your  collection'"  ( Information  for  article

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■Samho's  Owner  Plans  Comeback  for  Eatery 

Business:  Grandson  of  co-founder  wants  to  restore  Santa  Barbara  restaurant  to  its  former  glory  and 

relaunch  the  chain.  But  some  foresee  a revival  of  controversy  over  name.  Article  by  Valerie  Burgher,  Times

Tucked  away  on  the  beachfront  rests  a small  restaurant  where  the  waitresses  wear  floral  print  shirts  and 

green  half  aprons,  the  coffee  is  cheap  and  children  can  order  Mama  Mumbo  s French  toast  and  Papa  Jumbo's 
favorite.  Seven  panels  line  the  wall  showing  the  story  of  a child  and  a tiger.  The  sign  outside  reads  Sambo's" 
in  plain  black  letters.  The  Cabrillo  Boulevard  restaurant  has  operated  for  four  decades  and  remains  the  last 
standing  testament  to  what  was  once  a nationwide  chain  that  flourished  in  the  late  1 950  s and  60s.  Ten 
years  ago,  the  chain  succumbed  to  financial  mismanagement  and  heated  opposition  to  the  restaurants'  name 
by  civil  rights  groups,  which  said  "Sambo"  was  an  unacceptable  racial  stereotype.  Now,  the  once  successful 
and  controversial  Sambo’s  is  planning  a comeback.  Chad  Stevens,  the  Santa  Barbara  restaurant's  newest 
owner  and  grandson  of  co-founder  Sam  Battistone,  wants  to  revitalize  the  sleepy  eatery,  bringing  the 
original  site  back  to  its  former  financial  glory  and  slowly  relaunching  the  chain.  But  renewed  promotion  of 
the  Sambo's  name,  some  say,  will  create  the  same  essential  problems  encountered  20  years  ago.  "It's 
racially  insensitive"  said  Jeffery  T.  Sammons,  a professor  of  history  at  New  York  University  who  does  well 
remember  the  years  of  Sambo's  national  expansion.  "Sambo  was  a cartoon  when  I was  a kid,  and  it  was  little 
black  Sambo  who  represented  black  innocence,  backwardness  and  a comedic  quality.. It  demonstrated  a 
tiemendous  disregard  for  the  humanity  of  black  people.  There  is  no  way  that  they  cannot  know  that  this  is 
problematic."  Flyping  Sambo's  is  far  from  harmless,  agreed  Robin  Kelley,  visiting  professor  of  literature  at 
Stanford  University,  "because  of  what  Sambo  means  for  the  20th  century".  The  image,  he  said,  "will  always 
be  linked  to  the  stupid,  shuffling  black  male.  And  no  matter  what  they  do,  it  will  never  be  OK  for  a white  man 
to  operate  a Sambo’s.  Author  Helen  Bannerman  introduced  America  to  the  character  of  Sambo  in  1 899  with 
her  children's  book  "The  Story  of  Little  Black  Sambo."  In  the  book,  the  eponymous  hero  outsmarts  a greedy 
tiger  that  eventually  turns  into  butter,  which  is  then  poured  onto  a stack  of  pancakes.  Though  the  setting  was 
India,  the  pictures  that  accompanied  Bannerman's  text-of  a dark  mahogany  boy  with  wild  nappy  hair  and  big 
red  iips-eventually  transformed  him  into  a stereotype  of  happy-go-lucky  blacks  in  the  American  South.  By 
tne  I 920's  and  '30s  the  term  "Sambo"  had  become  a racial  stereotype.  The  restaurant  name,  however,  began 
innocently  enough.  It  was  the  idea  of  Battistone  and  his  partner  Neil  "Bo"  Bohnett,  who  put  their  heads-and 
names-together  to  create  Sambo's.  Then  the  pair  took  the  children's  story  as  their  theme  and  eventually 
expanded  the  Santa  Barbara  eatery  into  a 1,200-outlet  franchise.  But  when  Battistone  died  in  1991,  only  the 
one  restaurant-with  moderate  business-remained.  "It  will  be  a dream  come  true  to  resurrect  something  that 
my  family  built",  said  Stevens,  the  only  one  of  Battistone's  16  grandchildren  in  the  restaurant  business. 
Stevens  plans  to  begin  by  setting  up  a World  Wide  Web  page  for  the  restaurant,  marketing  Sambo-related 
merchandise  and  launching  a major  advertising  campaign  to  remind  former  and  future  customers  that  the 
eatery  still  exists  and  should  only  grow.  The  resurrection,  Stevens  acknowledged,  will  depend  on  how  the 
eating  public  receives  the  name.  Stevens  said  that  he  recognizes  the  weight  the  term  holds,  but  that  it  was 
never  intended  to  harm.  "It's  a fair  tale,"  he  said.  "In  the  late  '60s  and  early  '70s,  it  was  a very  sensitive 
time.  I here  was  a sense  of  political  correctness  and  militancy... .Sambo's  was  caught  up  in  all  that.  But 
Sambo's  was  not  a political  issue;  it  was  just  the  names  of  the  two  founders".  Since  the  demise  of  the  chain, 
which  once  reached  into  48  states  the  Santa  Barbara  restaurant  has  little  advertising  and  received  few 
complaints  about  the  name,  employees  say.  "Mostly  people  are  just  curious",  said  Sambo's  waitress 
Katherine  Robinson.  "They  don't  usually  have  a problem.  It's  just  that  people  perceive  the  company  went  [ out 
of  business]  because  of  the  name".  They  ask/how  come  you  haven't  had  to  change  it?  I guess  at  one  time  it  had 
a negative  connection,  but  most  customers  don't  bring  it  up."  Stevens  said  his  grandfather's  intention  was 
never  to  make  waves,  just  to  provide  families  with  quality  food  at  a reasonable  price.  Battistone  grew  up  in 
rural  Pennsylvania,  the  son  of  a coal  mining  Italian  immigrants.  He  moved  to  Santa  Barbara  at  the  end  of  the 
Depression,  looking  for  a way  to  establish  himself.  He  worked  as  a busboy,  waiter,  and  manager  in  a host  of 
California  restaurants  before  meeting  Bohnett  and  deciding  to  build  something  he  could  call  his  own. 

With  their  earnings,  the  pair  opened  the  first  restaurant-on  the  Cabrillo  Boulevard  site-in  June  1957.  They 
Filer  copyrighted  the  Sambo's  name  and  story  for  use  in  their  family-oriented  business.  As  the  chain 
expanded  across  the  country,  the  concept  "played  in  Peoria,"  but  once  the  restaurants  reached  into  the  East, 
resistance  among  black  laedership  intensified.  "Sometimes  the  Sambo's  thing  got  them  into  hot  water," 
remembered  Joe  Prevedello,  who  worked  with  the  chain  beginning  in  1 968.  Continued  on  page  IS  as

"Somewhere  between  Michigan  and  Florida  we  got  hit  pretty  hard."  By  the  late  '70s,  several  Eastern  states 
had  gone  to  court  over  the  issue  of  whether  the  chain  should  change  its  name.  The  Urban  League  and  chapters 
of  the  National  Assn,  for  the  Advancement  of  Colored  People  in  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island  and  New  York  asked 
for  an  official  name  change  if  the  restaurant  were  to  remain  open.  After  the  Rhode  Island  NAACP  and  the 
Urban  League's  Providence  chapter  filed  a complaint  in  1978,  that  state's  Human  Rights  Commission  decided 
that  "the  use  of  the  name  'Sambo's  had  the  effect  of  notifying  black  persons  that  they  were  unwelcome  at  any 
of  the  Sambo's  restaurants  because  of  their  race."  Battistone  stuck  by  his  contention  that  Sambo's  did  no 
harm,  but  in  some  places  adopted  the  names  The  Jolly  Tiger  or  No  Place  Like  Sam's.  In  some  Southern 
locations,  the  restaurants  were  called  No  Place  Like  Sam's  from  the  beginning.  While  the  racial  controversy 
brewed,  the  chain  was  experiencing  severe  money  problems.  Its  demise  had  more  to  do  with  financial 
mismanagement  than  African  American  opposition  to  the  concept.  The  late  '70s  proved  a difficult  time  for 
Sambo's  Restaurants  Inc.  A restructuring  of  its  managerial  investment  program  led  to  a walkout  of  600 
managers  in  1 979.  The  corporation's  leaders  replaced  Battistone  as  chief  executive  of  the  company.  His 
successor  was  later  sued  for  $8  million  for  allegedly  funneling  money  away  from  the  company  into  his 
cattle-ranching  scheme.  The  franchise  eroded  further  with  health  code  violation  fines  and  a copyright 
infringement  suit  by  Dr.  Pepper  over  a Sambo's  jingle.  By  1 982,  most  of  the  restaurants  had  been  sold,  and 
the  corporation  was  forced  to  file  for  bankruptcy.  Sambo's  aficionados  and  employees  are  hoping  that 
Stevens’  business  savvy  will  reestablish  the  restaurant  and  lead  to  an  eventual  renaissance  of  the  chain.  He 
has  already  turned  his  first  Santa  Barbara  eatery,  Chad's,  into  a success.  For  Stevens,  playing  up  the 
Sambo's  theme  is  simply  a business  decision.  "My  main  goal  a year  ago  was  to  change  the  name,"  he  said.  "I 
thought  we  would  have  to  drop  it.  But  then  people  came  in  here  and  wanted  to  buy  the  Sambo's  memorabilia.  It 
started  to  make  me  think  that  this  was  a valuable  brand."  Stevens  said  he  is  ready  to  take  customer  surveys 
to  help  determine  what  they  want  to  see  in  the  restaurant.  "If  we  get  complaints  about  the  name  in  the 
future,"  he  said,  "that's  something  we'll  think  about  and  deal  with".  Professor  Sammons  said  the  current 
cultural  climate  allows  places  such  as  Sambo's  and  Hooters,  another  controversial  restaurant  chain  that 
some  woman  find  offensive,  to  go  unchecked.  "You  have  to  weigh  the  questions  of  group  sensitivity  over 
personal  satisfaction,"  he  said.  "The  owners  [of  Sambo's]  obviously  have  some  connection  to  the  name,  and 
this  seems  to  be  saying  that  their  personal  choice  in  this  name  is  going  to  be  more  impoitant  than  the  right 
of  the  group-in  this  case  black  people-to  not  be  subjected  to  this."  Los  Angeles  Times  Jan.12,  1998

AMERICA'S  BIGGEST  BIBTHDHV  PARTIES 

Reprinted  in  part  from  the  March  1951  American  Magazine 
While  driving  through  Bloomington,  1L.,  1 stopped  to  grab  a quick  supper.  Outside  the 
restaurant  a crowd  seemed  to  be  surging  toward  the.  main  square.  As  I left  the  restaurant  j 
after  my  supper  an  ancient  flivver  screeched  up  beside  me.  Four  bearded  men  in 
Keystone-cop  uniforms  leaped  out.  One  of  them  thrust  a squirrel  rifle  into  my  ribs,  while 
another  asked  for  my  name.  He  scribbled  my  name  on  a printed  form  and  thrust  it  into  my 
hand.  It  was  a summons  to  appear  immediately  before  the  "Official  Kangaroo  Court"  or 
risk  confinement  "within  the  oaken  jaws  of  the  pillory".  With  sirens  going  and  shouts  ol 
"Make  way",  they  hauled  me  to  the  square.  Thousands  of  people  milled  about.  Most  of  the 
men  wore  beards  and  black,  broad-brimmed  plainsman  hats,  the  woman  had  on  bonnets. 

I was  pushed  up  onto  a stand  before  three  bearded  "judges"  dressed  in  wigs  and  black 
robes.  My  captors  clamped  my  right  leg  to  a ball  and  chain.  Over  to  the  left,  a man  stared 
up  at  me  from  the  pillory  where  his  head  and  arms  were  locked.  Another  prisoner  was 
being  dunked  into  a tub  of  icy  water.  Several  more  prisoners  peered  at  me  from  inside  a 
crude  stockade  nearby.  One  of  the  judges  looked  over  and  asked,  " You  got  a permit?"  What 
permit,  sir?  I inquired,  very  respectfully.  "Why,  a permit  to  go  around  with  your  face 
naked  like  that!"  I confessed  that  1 had  no  permit  and  asked  hopefully'  how  I could  get 
one.  He  handed  me  a Shaver's  Permit  and  said,  "That  will  cost  you  one  dollar.  And  as 
punishment  for  your  negligence  I sentence  you  to  one  trip  around  the  square  in  the 

horse  collar Next  prisoner!"  As  I staggered  around  the  square  with  my  horse  collar 

and  ball  & chain  I appealed  to  my  captor  to  tell  me  what  this  was  all  about.  He  looked  very 
astonished.  "Didn't  you  know  Bloomington  is  celebrating  its  100th  birthday?. It  was  100 
years  ago,  I learned,  that  the  first  settlers,  clad  in  buckskins,  got  together  on  the  wooded 
knoll  where  I was  standing  and  founded  the  town  of  Bloomington,  Indiana.  To  honor  the 
event,  the  town  was  now,  for  an  entire  week,  reliving  its  pioneer  days-and  startling  the 
wits  out  of  unwary  strangers  while  doing  it! 

I soon  learned  that  Bloomington  is  only  one  of  many  U.S.  towns  where  it  is  hazardous  for 
you  to  visit  without  whiskers  or  a bonnet.  In  fact,  the  past  year  has  seen  a whole  rash  of 
municipal  birthday  celebrations,  particularly  in  the  Midwest,  where  many  towns  are  just 
coming  100  years  of  age.  These  anniversary  celebrations  have  become  an  American 
institution.  Oddly  enough,  in  almost  every  one  of  these  towns  you  will  find  a kangaroo 
court,  pillories,  and  bearded  Keystone  cops.  The  explanation  for  this  extraordinary 
phenomenon,  I found,  is  that  most  of  them  are  master-minded  by  an  outfit  in  the  little 
town  of  Fostoria,  Ohio.  This  outfit,  the  John  B.  Rogers  Production  Company,  has  become 
the  biggest  thertrical-producing  company  in  the  history  of  the  world,  largely  by  staging 
these  birthday  celebrations.  It  has  built  up  a multi  million  dollar  business  by  reminding 
Americans  of  their  rich  heritage.  During  the  past  year  ( 1950)  48  spectacular  birthday 
celebrations  were  held  across  America.  Going  from  a small  town  like  Yadkinville,  NC.  with 
a population  of  734,  to  Kansas  City,  MO.  with  a population  of  450,000.

The  Rogers  Company  not  only  furnishes  expert  advice,  but  fabulous  quantities  of  costume,  pi  ops,  and 
scenery  for  the  parades,  horseplay,  and  pageants.  It  has  more  costumes  and  scenery  than  any  Broadway 
producer,  and  its  operations  are  so  far-flung  that  it  had  to  pay  storage  bills  to  1 50  different  U S. 
warehouses.  This  amount  of  material  meant  being  able  to  handle  anything  from  a Silver  Jubilee  (25th)  to  a 
full  scale  week  long  event  like  the  one  held  in  Malden,  MA.  for  their  300th  ( Tercentenaries) 

The  John  B.  Rogers  Production  Company  had  many  ways  to  help  offset  the  cost  of  their  work.  Such  items  as 
the  plainsmans  hats  went  for  $2.00,  centennial  derby's  went  for  $1 .00,  a string  tie  going  for  the  same 
amount,  an  other  such  souvenirs.  When  you  made  a purchase  that  required  receiving  any  change  back,  you 
received  thin  slabs  of  balsa  wood.  They  were  fancily  labeled  with  the  event  that  was  being  held.  Being  assured 
that  the  money  was  perfectly  legal  tender-in  the  town  printed  on  it!  Local  merchants  had  passed  out  9,000 
of  them  in  lieu  of  the  shiny  kind  of  nickels  that  jingle  in  Bloomington.  You  could  redeem  them  at  a local  bank, 
but  only  one  person  in  50  was  doing  so,  which  meant  the  centennial  was  picking  up  several  more  hundred 
dollars  to  help  underwrite  the  cost  of  staging  the  celebration.  The  Rogers  wooden  nickels  are  eagerly  sought 
by  coin  collectors  around  the  world.  In  Taft,  CA.,  a burglar  raided  the  headquarters  of  a civic  jamboree  and 
made  off  with  $500.00  "worth"  of  wooden  nickels.  By  looking  through  the  8th  edition  Guide  Book  Of  Wooden 
Money  by:  M.  W.  Dennis  ( 1 93 1 — 1 994)  you  can’t  help  but  realize  the  amount  of  effort,  and  the  coverage 
that  the  Rogers  Company  made  in  the  sale  of  the  wooden  nickels  that  many  of  us  have  in  our  collections  today.

FOUNDING  OF  ADAMS  COUNTY.  PA.  150th  ANNIVERSARY  - 1800-  1950  (Sesqui-Centennial) 


The  area  of  present  day,  Adams  County  was  included  in  the  grant  made  by  King  Charles  II  of  England  to  William  Penn  on 
March  4,1681.  Because  of  the  lack  of  accurate  knowledge  of  the  geography  of  the  New  World  at  the  time,  the  Penn’s  claim 

conflicted  with  those  of  the  Calverts,  the  proprietors  of  Maryland.  Many  years  of  disagreement  were  to  follow  before  the 

Mason-Dixon  Line  begun  in  1763  and  completed  in  1767,  on  the  line  of  39  degrees,  44  minutes,  northern  latitude  was  run 
Today,  the  entire  southern  boundary  of  Adams  County  is  that  same  Mason-Dixon  Line. 

In  1682  Penn  organized  the  three  original  counties- Philadelphia,  Bucks  and  Chester.  Very  quickly  the  area  of  settlement  ex- 
panded and  in  1729  the  fourth  county,  Lancaster,  was  organized.  In  1749  the  settlements  west  of  the  Susquehanna  River 
having  over-grown,  the  fifth  county,  York,  was  organized. 

In  1800,  a situation  having  developed  which  called  for  a new  county;  Adams  was  divided  from  York  County.  This  area  is 
526  square  miles,  336,640  acres  by  1950,  for  their  150th  anniversary.  The  population  was  44,084.  Adams  County  developed 
from  the  original  settlement  of  several  different  racial  elements.  Before  the  permanent  settlements  were  made,  Capt.  John 
Hanson  Steelman,  an  Indian  trader  and  interpreter,  built  his  first  home.  The  first  permanent  white  settlement  was  promoted 
by  both  the  Penns  and  Calverts.  By  the  1730’s  each  settlement  had  a different  religion,  so  they  all  began  to  build  their 
respective  churches.  There  were  Germans,  Scotch-Irish,  English,  Irish-Quakers,  Holland  Dutch  and  the  Indians. 

The  first  Post  Office  was  opened  in  1796  with  Peter  Ickes,  the  first  postmaster.  In  1800  there  was  an  election  of  Com- 

missioners who  authorized  an  assess  and  levy  up  to  S3000.00  to  establish  a “government.”  January,  1804  the  Commissioners 
authorized  to  erect  several  public  buildings  (a  jail  house  and  a court  house).  Transportation  was  very  slow,  such  as  it  was, 
but  as  the  Nation  expanded  a better  means  of  movement  became  imperative.  New  techniques  in  road  building  were  deseloped. 
Even  the  improved  roads  did  not  meet  the  need  for  better  transportation.  The  railroad  was  soon  to  take  the  lead.  It  was 
considered  proper  for  Adams  County  to  share  in  the  benefits;  and  soon,  the  Tape  Worm  Railroad  was  begun  to  run  south- 
west - westwardly  from  Gettysburg  to  connect  with  the  lines  of  the  B & O Railraod  in  the  Potamac  Valley.  This  project  was 
abandoned  when  the  state’s  money  was  exhausted.  The  first  operating  railroad  in  the  County  was  the  Hanover  and 
Littlestown.  It  was  started  in  1857  and  ran  for  one  year.  Today  (1950)  there  were  72  miles  of  railroad  in  the  County. 

After  1865,  agriculture  continued  as  the  principle  economics  interest  and  is  still  true  today.  General  farming  continues 
to  be  the  rule,  although  specialization  has  been  practiced.  The  first  and  foremost  farm  of  specialization  is  fruit  growing. 
By  1944  Adams  County  was  listed  among  100  leading  counties  in  the  United  States  for  specified  crops.  It  ranked  tenth  in 
apple  trees  and  eleventh  in  production  In  1949.  Also  the  apple  yield  was  over  3,000,000  bushes.  Thats  a lot  of  apples.  The 
next  apple  you  Pennsylvanians  cat  just  may  be  from  Adams  County.  Also  they  ranked  up  in  production  of  peaches  an»' 
cherries. 


In  1950  the  story  of  Adams  County  was  written  and  produced  by  the  John  B.  Rogers  Producing  Company  and  turned  into  a 
1 50th  celebration  of  Adams  County,  including  the  coronation  of  “Miss  Adams  County.”  That  is  the  same  John  B.  Rogers 
Company  of  Fostoria,  Ohio.  The  same  one  for  the  museum  that  has  set  aside  a room  for  the  outstanding  work  the  John 
B.  Rogers  Company  did  with  wooden  money  from  the  late  1930’s  to  1954.  During  the  celebration  a set  of  five  woods  svere 
issued.  Shown  below  depicts  the  set.  (The  set  of  woods  were  reduced  In  size.)  Obverse  side  depicts  five  different  designs. 
Reverse  side  all  are  the  same.  All  are  5«!  flat  svoods.  Colors  are  black,  blue,  brown,  green  and  red. 


This  information  was  taken  from  the  souvenir  program  issued  to  Commemorating  the  150th  Anniversary  of  the  Founding  of 
Adams  County,  PA— August  30,  31,  September  I,  2,  3,  4,  1950.  The  price  of  the  souvenir  program  was  only  fifty  cents;  and 
it  is  a very  interesting  souvenir  program  book=fifty-five  pages  of  Pennsylvania’s  history.  Submitted  by  M.  Wayne  Dennis

INTERNATIONAL  ORGANIZATION  OF  WOODEN  MONEY  COLLECTORS 


WOODEN  MONEY 

Everyone  has  heard  the  saying  "Don't  take  any  wooden  nickels"  Well!  I'll  take  all  I can  get,  especially 
the  official  woods  issued  by  towns  for  their  Centennials,  Bicentennials,  or  other  celebrations.  Semi- 
officials are  also  put  out  by  local  merchants  where  these  events  took  place.  Coin  clubs.  McDonald  s, 
Sambos,  Dairy  Queen,  and  scouting  have  issued  woods  over  the  years  as  weii. 

Woods  have  printing  of  Indians,  Buffalo,  trains,  cars,  animals,  people  in  our  history,  and  a host  of 
many  other  things.  My  collecting  started  when  I came  across  an  article  in  Numismatic  News  about  a 
meeting  to  be  held  at  Seven  Valleys,  PA.  1 964.  Being  curious,  my  uncle  and  I made  the  trip  to  see 
what  it  was  ail  about.  There  were  about  20  to  25  people  in  attendance  along  with  many  displays.  At 
this  point  my  interest  was  growing.  Soon  after  the  first  meeting  I went  to,  another  was  held  and  a 
club  was  formed;  International  Organization  of  Wooden  Money  Collectors.  After  the  forming  of  this 
club,  other  clubs  started  to  form  as  well.  The  Pioneer  Wooden  Money  Collectors  came  after  the 
IOWMC.  There  are  about  five  collectors  clubs  in  the  United  States  and  about  the  same  number  in 
Canada  after  this.  In  1 974,  at  the  wooden  money  show  held  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  a king  and  queen  were 
chosen  for  the  large  displays  of  woods  they  had.  "Rusty"  Bailey  of  Etters,  PA.  was  given  the  title  as 
queen,  and  Clarence  Kramer  of  Hazleton,  PA.  as  king.  Prior  to  Kramers  death  in  1 987,  he  had  put 
together  the  largest  display  of  wooden  money.  His  display  had  at  this  point,  never  been  seen  complete. 

I acquired  his  collection,  and  knowing  that  Mr.  Kramer  would  have  put  it  on  display,  I took  it  to  the 
ANA  show  held  in  Pittsburgh,  PA.  Since  then,  the  collection  has  been  seen  at  shows  in  Baltimore, 
Cincinnati,  Detroit,  Fostoria,  and  Monroeville.  During  the  depression,  the  banks  were  closed  and 
some  towns  were  issuing  script,  Tenino,  WA.  was  one  such  place.  In  December  of  1931,  forty  pieces 
of  wood  were  issued  in  25  cent  denominations,  thus  the  start  of  wooden  money.  During  each  month  in 
1 932,  a number  of  pieces  were  issued  in  25  cents,  50  cents,  and  $1 .00  amounts. 

Each  piece  states  how  long  it  is  good  for,  and  all  are  hand  signed  by  three  of  Tenino's  citizens.  Issues 
were  sent  to  people  in  Washington,  DC.  and  they  were  reads  into  the  congressional  record.  This  made 
the  wooden  money  legal  tender  for  the  time  it  was  noted  for.  Wooden  money  has  taken  many  forms  of 
size,  shapes,  and  colors.  Issues  range  from  a single  piece,  to  as  many  as  fifty  or  more  to  a set.  There 
is  truly  a challenge  in  completing  the  larger  sets.  Prices  have  increased  over  the  years,  especially  on 
the  more  scarce  pieces.  Collectors  rely  on  their  club  newsletters,  other  such  publications,  and  that 
of  their  fellow  collectors  for  obtaining  wood  issues  old  & new.  Pennsylvania  has  issued  more  official 
woods  than  any  other  state.  Their  first  wood  issue  was  back  in  1 936,  in  Berwick.  Three  woods  were 

||  issued  at  5 cents,  10  cents,  and  25  cents.  Printed  on  two  pieces  of  sitka  spruce  with  a tissue  paper 
layed  between  the  wood.  If  you  are  interested  in  history,  geography,  and  an  interesting  hobby, 
disprove  the  old  saying  that  money  grows  on  trees,  and  start  having  fun  by  collecting  wooden  money 
Ilf  today.

There  was  a time  when  collectors  wanted  to  trade  tokens  for  ones  they  needed  to  fill  holes  in  their  interest.  What 
has  happened  to  these  collectors?  Most  of  the  mail  I receive  concerning  wooden  money  is  someone  who  wants  to 
sell  at  prices  nobody  with  knowledge  of  wooden  money  would  pay.  It  takes  a very  special  wooden  nickel  to  be 
worth  $3.50  or  even  $2.00.  1st  issue  flats  and  special  commemoratives  can  command  those  prices  and  higher 
but  they  are  the  exception.  Sambo's  and  Dairy  Queen  wooden  nickels  will  probably  have  the  largest  group  of 
people  collecting  them.  In  this  instance  it  becomes  a matter  of  supply  and  demand,  but  I still  don’t  see  a price  of 
$3.50  to  $5.00  being  a justied  price.  Let  us  strive  to  keep  our  hobby  at  a level  that  all  generations  can 
participate  in  without  breaking  their  piggy  banks  or  messing  up  their  financial  structure.  A run  of  1000 
pieces  to  me  does  not  make  for  a rare  issue  with  maybe  300  collectors  looking  for  it.  (If  they  know  about  it  at 
all)  When  there  is  a run  of  10.000  or  more  these  pieces  will  turn  up  in  gift  bags  at  meetings  or  junk  boxes  at 
25  cents  to  50  cents.  If  you  feel  that  there  is  a wooden  nickel  you  need  bad  enough  to  pay  $3.50,  then  by  all 
means  do  it.  Keep  in  mind  that  someday  your  collection  will  be  disposed  of  by  someone  who  may  not  care  what 
you  paid  and  sell  for  much  less.  Perhaps  one  of  the  things  we  could  do  as  a club  is  find  out  what  you  collect  and 
make  a feature  for  each  issue.  We  might  be  able  to  add  this  information  to  the  club  roster.  That  way,  you  would 
be  able  to  correspond  with  people  holding  the  same  collecting  interest.

Statues  & Memorials  of  Hawaii  Series  No.  1 
By  Charles  Matsuda 

After  the  last  series  of  woods  on  the  Hawaiian  Endangered  Wildlife  (No. 20),  we  did  not  come  out  with 
a new  wooden  token  for  the  last  November  show.  There  were  lots  of  requests  made  by  wooden  token 
collectors  for  another  series  of  woods.  The  difficulty  was  coming  up  with  a new  idea,  interesting 
enough  for  the  collectors.  We  thought  about  another  Wildlife  series  of  Fresh  Water  Wildlife, 
Hawaiian  plants,  etc.  The  best  suggestion  came  from  Mr.  Kazuma  Oyama  on  a series  of  statues  and 
memorials  of  Hawaii,  a melting  pot  where  East  meets  West  was  an  ideal  place  for  different  ethnic 
cultures.  We  have  many  statues  and  memorials  of  local,  national,  and  internationally  famous  people 
represented. 

The  first  of  our  series  is  Kamehameha  I,  the  first  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  According  to  history, 
Kamehameha  was  born  about  the  year  1 758  at  a place  called  Koko-iki,  in  the  Kohala  district  of  the 
Big  Island  of  Hawaii.  As  a young  man,  Kamehameha  was  recognized  as  a wise  and  brave  warrior.  In 
the  presence  of  high-ranking  chiefs,  Kamehameha  overturned  a huge  Naha  stone,  which,  according  to 
a prophecy,  marked  him  as  a great  leader  who  would  conquer  the  island.  In  1 782,  Kamehameha 
gained  rule  to  half  of  the  Big  Island  when  Ki-wala-o,  a chieftian's  son  was  killed  and  was  the 
beginning  of  his  first  phase  of  the  prophecy  fulfillment.  Kamehameha  married  Ka-ahu-manu, 
daughter  of  one  of  his  most  trusted  chiefs  in  1 785,  and  in  1 795,  Kamehameha  made  his  conquest  of 
the  islands-Maui  (the  battle  of  lao  Valley),  Lanai  and  Molokai.  He  also  won  the  battle  of  Nuuanu  on 
the  island  of  Oahu. 

As  king,  he  united  the  islands,  governed  by  one  king.  In  1816  King  Kamehameha  ordered  a flag 
designed  for  his  kingdom--with  eight  horizontal  red,  white,  and  blue  stripes  representing  the  eight 
Hawaiian  islands  and  a Union  Jack  for  the  early  influence  of  the  British.  A statue  of  the  King 
Kamehameha  stands  as  a memorial  to  him.  It  is  eight  and  one  half  feet  tall  mounted  on  an  artistic 
pedestal  and  stands  in  front  of  Ali'iolani  Hale,  the  Judiciary  Building.  Dressed  in  a warrior's 
garment  with  a full  length  feather  design  cloak  made  especially  for  the  Nobel,  king,  the  statue  holds  a 
spear  in  his  left  hand  as  a reminder  that  he  brought  the  wars  to  an  end  and  his  right  hand,  with  open 
palm,  extended  a gesture  of  friendship  and  aloha.  An  American  sculptor,  Thomas  R.  Gould,  modeled 
the  statue  in  his  studio  in  Florence,  Italy,  with  the  aid  of  photographs  of  a prominent  Hawaiian  man, 
Robert  Hoapili  Baker,  who  was  dressed  in  the  royal  regalia.  Part  of  the  only  sketch  in  watercolor 
known  at  that  time  of  Kamehameha  was  also  used.  The  bronze  statue  was  later  cast  in  Paris  and  taken 
to  Germany  and  placed  on  a German  ship,  G.F.  Haendel,  for  the  voyage  to  Honolulu.  During  the  trip  a 
fire  broke  out  and  it  crashed  in  a rough  storm  on  the  reef  off  the  Falkland  Islands  sinking  the  cargo 
and  the  statue  in  many  fathoms  of  water.

Thanks  to  the  insurance  collected  on  the  lost  statue,  it  was  enough  to  pay  for  a duplicate  cast  of  the  original 
statue.  This  time  the  statue  arrived  on  the  ship  Aberaman.  The  British  ship,  Earl  of  Dalhousie,  recovered 
the  slightly  damaged  original  statue  and  brought  it  to  Honolulu.  The  original  statue  and  a member  of  the 
CommemorativeMonument  Committee  fully  repaired  it  and  placed  it  near  Kamehameha's  birth  place  on  May 
8,  1 883.  Meanwhile,  the  duplicate  statue  was  unveiled  by  King  Kalakaua,  Hawaii's  last  king,  on  February 
14,  1883,  two  days  after  his  coronation  at  lolani  Palace. 


On  1912  the  original  statue  of  King  Kamehameha  was  moved  from  his  birthplace  to  the  Kohala  Court  House  in 
Kapaau  on  the  Big  Island.  There  is  a third  statue  cast  in  bronze  which  was  dedicated  on  April  1 5,  1 9G9  in 
the  colums  of  the  United  States  Capitol,  Washington,  DC.  Kamehameha  School's  seniors  were  given  the  honor 
of  unveiling  the  statue  in  the  presence  of  a large  number  of  dignitaries.

Other  issuers  show  reluctance  in 
permitting  us  to  produce  extras  but  are  generally  willing  to  provide  woods  to  individual 
collectors  upon  request.  These  issues  are  referred  to  as  “Closed” 

Our  Subscription  Service  will  make  these  “Open”  woods  available  to  the  collector  in  lots 
of  20  different  pieces  for  $15.00  Canadian  or  $12.00  in  U S.  funds.  This  includes  taxes, 
as  well  as  shipping  and  handling  We  expect  from  past  experience  to  issue  anywhere 
from  2 to  4 sets  per  calendar  year 

Included  with  the  shipment  of  “Open  “ woods  will  be  a production  list  of  all  issues 
produced  during  the  period  including  the  name  and  address  of  the  issuer  for  those  noted 
as  “Closed”.  If  you  are  interested  in  receiving  the  current  series  or  for  that  matter  any 
previous  series  (as  available),  kindly  complete  the  bottom  portion  of  the  form  completely 
and  return  to  the  address  noted  above.

THE  COMPLETE  STORY  of  TENINO  WOODEN  MONEY 

By  Don  Major,  from  The  Thurston  County  Independent,  Feb.  19,  1965 
The  nation,  and  Tenino,  was  gripped  by  the  Great  Depression  in  1931,  and  money  was  scarce.  The 
Independent  in  November  of  that  year  advocated  editorially  that  scrip  be  used  to  meet  the  currency 
shortage.  Then  on  December  5,  1931,  the  matter  of  emergency  struck  home  with  the  failure  of  the 
Citizens  Bank  of  Tenino.  Joel  Gould,  now  of  Olympia,  came  over  from  Buckly  to  act  as  liquidator.  This 
tied-up  the  accounts  of  the  depositors  while  the  affairs  of  the  defunct  bank  were  being  adjusted.  Thus 
the  shortage  of  money  became  acute.  The  Tenino  Chamber  of  Commerce  met  to  meet  the  emergency 
and  agreed  to  issue  scrip  to  permit  the  depositors  to  assign  25%  of  their  bank  accounts  to  the 
Chamber.  The  printing  press  at  the  Independent  office  was  soon  running  out  assignment  forms  and 
depositors  signed  for  definite  amounts  of  money  within  the  25%  limitations.  The  printing  of  $1 .00, 
$5.00,  and  $10.00  denotations  scrip  was  done  on  engraved  pieces  the  size  of  paper  money  then  in 
use.  The  25  cent  denomation  was  the  yellow  bond  paper  without  any  fancy  border.  Trustees  of  the 
Chamber  Committee,  F.W.  Wichman,  D.M.  Major,  and  A.H.  Meyers,  signed  each  piece.  They  agreed  to 
redeem  the  certificates  "During  the  Process  of  Liquidation  of  the  Citizens  Bank  of  Tenino".  This  scrip 
printed  in  December,  1931  totaled  $3,255,  of  which  $1,279  was  circulated.  Eventually  the 
Chamber  redeemed  $1,079.75  of  this  scrip.  Some  samples  of  "slice  wood",  a new  printing  material, 
had  been  received  by  Albert  Balch  of  Seattle,  who  was  promoting  it  for  Christmas  cards  and  other 
items.  This  was  made  in  a special  machine  at  Aberdeen  by  a man  named  Eckersley.  Stika  spruce  and 
Port  Orford  and  red  ceder  were  used.  The  first  pieces  were  flimsy  sheets  of  1 /80th  of  an  inch  thick. 
The  25  on  hand  were  sufficient  to  put  tenino  in  the  wooden  money  business.  Later  the  slices  were 
sandwiched  with  a paper  in  between.  One  issue  of  a thousand  even  carried  a "watermark"  reading 
"Confidence  makes  good;  Money  made  of  wood",  which  could  be  seen  by  holding  it  up  to  the  light.  This 
was  supposed  to  guard  against  counterfeiting.  The  publicity  of  Tenino  Wooden  Money  began  to 
snowball  in  February,  1932,  the  Seattle  Star  carrying  the  story  early  that  month,  followed  by  the 
Tacoma  News-Tribune,  Oregonian,  Seattle  P-l  and  others.  The  Halls  of  Congress  heard  of  the  unique 
method  of  meeting  the  money  shortage  and  in  March  it  was  featured  in  the  Congressional  Record. 
Thousands  of  stories  and  comments  appeared  over  the  world  in  newspapers  and  magazines.  Orders 
from  collectors  and  souvenir  hunters  came  in  increasing  demand  and  eight  issues  were  printed  thru 
1932-33,  mostly  in  25  cent  denotations,  but  also  in  50  cent  and  $1.00.  In  all  $10,308  worth  of 
wooden  money  was  issued  of  which  about  $40.00  was  redeemed  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  In 
April,  1 935,  business  people  used  small  wooden  fifth  cent  tax  tokens  due  to  a state  shortage  of  tokens. 
Like  the  original  wooden  money,  they  are  now  quite  valuable.  The  Tenino  Depot  Museum  is  housed  in 
the  last  railroad  depot  building  that  served  Tenino.  The  structure  was  built  in  1914  of  Tenino 
sandstone.  It  served  passengers  until  the  early  1950's  and  was  used  for  freight  into  the  1960's.  The 
museum  is  operated  by  the  South  Thurston  County  Historical  Society.  The  building  is  owned  and 
maintained  by  the  city  of  Tenino.  Inside  you  will  find  exhibits  on  Tenino  sandstone  and  Tenino's 
wooden  money  from  the  Great  Depression,  railroad  memorabilia,  a 1 920's  doctors  office  display.

The  Prince  George  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Prince  George,  British  Columbia,  has 
issued  a 1998,  $2.00  municipal  token.  These  tokens  are  made  of  white  spruce  wood, 
and  measurer  3 and  5/1  6th  of  an  inch  in  diameter  & measurer  1 /8th  inch  thick.  The 
wood  sells  locally  at  $2.00.  It  is  valid  at  participating  merchants  until  December 
of  1998.  Most  woods  are  kept  as  souvenirs  by  tourists.  This  annual  Spruce  wooden 
token  usually  sells  out  rather  fast. 

Henry  Ham  designed  and  manufactured  500  of  the  1998  wooden  tokens.  The  obverse 
side,  printed  in  blue  ink,  depicts  Prince  George"s  new  Aquatic  Center  which  opens  in 
the  fall  of  this  year.  The  reverse  side,  printed  in  black  ink,  shows  a map  of  British 
Columbia,  indicating  where  Prince  George  is  situated.  Their  mascot  is  at  the  upper 
right.  This  is  the  1 50th  issue  of  large  spruce  municipal  tokens  by  the  Prince  George 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  first  one  was  issued  back  in  1958.  Previous  issues  had  a 
face  value  of  $1 .00.

Meeting  called  to  order  by  President  Del  Cushing  at  10:15  A..M.

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It  was  Thursday,  August  6,  1 998  a three  car  caravan  left  Portland,  Oregon  for  a trip  to  Tenino,  WA.  It  was 
approximately  1 00  miles,  one  way.  Our  objective  was  to  see  the  printing  press  that  was  used  to  print  the 
famous  1 931  Tenino  Wooden  Money  and  the  Thurston  County  Independent  Newspaper.  Also,  we  wanted  to  re- 
aquaint  ourselves  with  members  in  that  locai.  This  was  a side  trip  that  was  planned  while  attending  the  A.N.A. 
We  were  welcomed  by  Loren  Ackerman,  type  setter  at  the  museum,  Ken  and  Barbara  Hedden,  Art  and  Eilene 
Dwelley,  and  a few  others  that  we  neglected  to  get  the  names  of.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  all  who  toured 
the  museum  were  Les  and  Jean  Albright,  Richard  and  Aloma  Blaylock,  Del  and  Mary  Cushing,  Wayne  and 
Virginia  Dennis,  Mr.  & Mrs.  Robert  Leberman,  Allen  Nystrom,  Floyd  Thomas,  and  Ted  Wolverton. 

The  Museum,  not  only  housed  the  printing  press,  but  it  had  quite  a display  of  memorabilia  from  the  early 
settlement  days  of  Tenino.  There  was  also  a display  of  Tenino  Money.  Ken  Hedden  had  a copy  of  the 
Congressional  Record  Book  of  1 932  which  had  a write-up  about  Tenino  Wooden  Money  being  the  official 
monetary  unit  for  Tenino  in  1931.  Loren  Ackerman  presented  to  each  of  us  a three-piece  set  of  woods  issued 
April  1974.  See  illustration  #1  (actual  size  is  5-1/2  x 3-1/2).  Ken  and  Barbara  Hedden  also  gave  each  of 
us  an  envelope  with  goodies,  woods,  literature,  and  a smile  wood  postcard.  See  illustration  #2  (actual  size  is 
5-3/4  x 4).  The  museum  also  had  Tenino  wood  issues  for  sale  for  a nominal  price.  All  sales  money  is  used  to 
fund  the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  the  museum.  Pres.  Del  Cushing  made  prior  arrangements  with  Loren 
Ackerman  to  print  a special  wood  for  all  who  came  to  this  Tenino  visit.  See  illustration  #3  (actual  size  is  5 
x 3).  Cost  of  wood  was  $1 .00;  and  the  printing  was  limited  to  25  pieces,  all  of  which  were  purchased  by  the 
tour  group.  The  Blaylocks  were  very  original  and  had  everyone  in  attendance,  at  the  museum,  to  sign  their 
wood.  We  ate  lunch  at  a restaurant  called  Grub  Stake  Cafe.  The  food  and  service  was  oood.  While  we  were 
there,  Mr.  Ackerman  came  in  and  requested  that  we  return  to  the  museum,  as  the  newspaper  photographer 
showed  up,  and  would  like  to  take  a few  pictures.  We  all  obliged  them.  Another  stop  was  to  the  Hedden's 
Pharmacy.  Outside  of  the  building  was  a huge  wooden  nickel,  it  measures  six  feet  in  diameter,  and  in  the 
center  is  hand  carved  buffalo  (or  bison).  A very  fine  job  of  wood  carving  it  is!  Late  afternoon  we  headed  back 
to  Portland.  Two  of  the  three-car  caravan  stopped  off  at  St.  Helens  State  Park  to  see  what  has  happened  to  St. 
Helens  since  its  eruption  on  May  18,1 980.  All  was  well,  even  though  a week  before,  there  was  some 
activity  going  on  up  there  that  was  being  monitored  and  reported  regularly  on  the  news  channels  and  in  the 
newspapers.

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LOUISA,  VIRGINIA  - 125th  ANNIVERSARY  - 1893-1998 


The  town  of  Louisa  is  located  in  Central  Virginia,  near  Lake  Anna  and  Interstate  64.  Louisa  has  a population 
of  1350  residents;  and  also  is  the  county  seat. 

Louisa,  as  well  as  the  state  of  Virginia,  have  been  in  the  hub  of  history  from  the  Revolutionary  Days  through 
the  Civil  War.  You  can  drive  the  roads  where  Jack  Jouett  rode  his  horse  to  save  the  lives  of  Thomas  Jefferson  and 
other  founding  fathers.  A visit  to  the  Historical  Society  Museum  has  many  memorahilias,  walk  the  streets  of  down- 
town and  see  Louisa  Courthouse  built  many  years  ago.  Louisa  has  a charming  village  atmosphere  where  you  can 
browse  the  quaint  shops  for  antiques  and  other  collectibles,  and  dine  at  the  local  businesses. 


Louisa  County  is  the  location  of  the  largest  Cavalry  Battle  of  the  Civil  War  - “Trevilian  Station.”  The  Battlefield 
Foundation  is  in  the  process  of  restoration  of  this  site.  Other  battle  sites  in  the  area  include  Wilderness,  Richmond, 
Chancellorsville,  Petersburg,  Appomattox,  Fredericksburg  and  Culpeper. 

One  can  drive  through  the  Green  Springs  Historic  District  where  Cyrus  McCormick  tested  his  famous  mechanical 
reaper.  Other  historical  attractions  are  the  homes  of  Thomas  Jefferson,  James  Madison  and  James  Monroe.  More 
than  250  original  18th  and  19th  century  homes,  barns,  and  other  out-buildings,  including  thirty-six  that  are  listed 
in  the  national  register  of  historic  places.  This  area  covers  14,000  acres  and  has  been  farmed  continuously  for  over 
200  years  and  is  unspoiled  today. 


Current  recreation  includes  water  sports  activities  of  all  kind  in  Lake  Anna,  Lake  Louisa  and  Small  Country  Lake. 
Lake  Anna  offers  the  largest  area  for  recreation.  Lake  Anna  is  the  second  largest  lake  in  the  state,  13,000 
acres.  Fishing  is  the  best  here. 

There  is  also  airplane  rides  and  sky  diving,  biking,  and  camping  for  those  who  indulge  in  this  activity.  For  those 
of  you  who  like  “cow  pasture  pool,”  there  are  several  golf  courses.  Sorry,  no  par  for  any  of  the  courses  were 
given  but  Meadow  Farms  Golf  Course  offers  the  longest  hole  in  one. 

Summertime  brings  the  festival  season.  Louisa  County  hosts  two  national  bluegrass  festivals,  as  well  as  other  fairs, 
festivals  and  celebrations.  The  old  fashioned  County  Agricultural  Fair  is  held  in  August.  You  can  sec  everything 
from  country  crafts  to  Jack  Russell  Terrier  races  to  horse  shows. 

The  125th  anniversary  celebration  started  on  May  8,  1998  at  9:00  am  and  ran  all  day.  The  125th  Anniversary 
Ball  was  at  8:00  pm.  On  May  9th  all  activities  started  at  7:00  am  and  lasted  all  day.  The  grand  finale  was 
the  parade  at  11:00  am.  The  grand  marshalls  were  two  NBC  Anchors,  Channel  29,  Brandi  Sauers  and  Bill  Duvall. 

Information  was  received  from  Greg  Ferguson,  Town  Manager  and  Phyllis  Johnson,  Vice-President  and  Corporate 
Secretary,  Virginia  Community  Bank.  Both  Ferguson  and  Johnson  served  on  the  125th  Anniversary  Committee. 
To  the  best  of  their  knowledge  this  is  the  first  commemorative  wooden  nickel  put  out  by  the  I own  of  Louisa. 

A wooden  nickel  w as  put  out  by  the  Virginia  Community  Bank.  Only  1000  pieces  were  made  for  this  event.  I he 
bank  was  sole  distributor  of  the  wooden  nickel  and  were  not  “for  sale.”  In  late  June  my  corrcspondenccc  with 
Mr.  Ferguson  and  telephone  conversation  with  Ms.  Johnson  revealed  only  100  woods  were  available  and  the  bank 
was  holding  them  for  new  customers.  These  woods  are  not  for  sale  for  two  reasons:  (I)  the  bank  would  not  be 
able  to  answer  the  requests  for  the  wood;  and  (2)  not  enough  pieces  to  fill  the  requests. 

This  piece  of  wood  is  a 5tf  black  with  a Buffalo.  This  wood  looks 
official  in  every  way.  It  docs  not  carry  the  name  of  the  state  or 
any  date  or  year.  This  should  be  listed  as  “semi-official”  because 
it  was  sponsored  by  the  Virginia  Community  Bank.  Again,  this  must 
be  your  own  choice.

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WOODEN  NICKEL  MUSEUM  DEBUTING 

The  traincar-size  vault  containing  Herb  Hornung’s  1.5  million  wooden  nickels  doesn’t  exactly  require 
armed  guards.  Termite  protection,  yes.  Armed  guards,  no.  That's  because  Herbs  coinage  is  of  the 
wooden  variety.  And,  although  some  rare  nickels  can  bring  $5  to  $10  on  the  collecting  market-  and 
one  in  particular,  up  to  $400-  there's  not  a heck  of  a lot  of  money  in  wooden  nickels,  Hornung  says. 
"For  the  most  part,  I do  this  for  fun,"  says  Hornung,  proprietor  of  the  Old  Time  Wooden  Nickel 
Company,  which  produces  wooden  nickels  for  the  Alamo,  among  other  clients.  Hornung  also  is  chief 
curator  of  what  he  claims  is  the  world’s  first  Wooden  Nickel  Historical  Museum.  ”1  don't  ever  expect 
to  get  rich  collecting  wooden  nickels.  I am  a computer  consultant  by  trade,"  Hornung  said.  His 
museum  and  "mint,"  located  at  345  Austin  Road  near  Fort  Sam  Houston,  opens  today  with  a ribbon- 
cutting at  noon  followed  by  tours  of  the  museum  until  5 p.m.  Visitors  can  make  their  own  wooden 
nickels  and  meet  Wayne  Dennis,  author  of  "The  Guidebook  of  Wooden  Money,"  which  Herb  calls  "the 
bible  of  wooden  coin  collecting."  Dennis  and  his  wife  Virginia  are  driving  in  from  Nevada  for  the 
museum  opening,  says  an  excited  Hornung.  The  wooden  nickel  is  a Depression-era  relic  that  began  as 
actual  currency  when  the  banks  failed.  The  first  wooden  nickel  was  issued  in  1931  when  the 
Citizen's  Bank  of  Tenino,  Wash,  failed,  creating  mercantile  chaos.  To  soothe  the  situation,  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  issued  wooden  scrip  that  people  used  like  money.  Today,  a Tenino  nickel  is 
worth  up  to  $400  in  hard  cash.  One  of  those  very  same  wooden  nickels  is  Hornung's  museum's  prized 
centerpiece.  "That's  probably  the  Mona  Lisa  of  the  museum,"  Hornung  says.  The  museum  actually  is 
a comered-off  area  of  the  Old  Time  Wooden  Nickel,  a factory  that  has  been  making  wooden  nickels 
and  selling  them-  to  Boy  Scout  troops,  restaurants,  veteran  groups  and  collectors-for  fifty  years. 
Wooden  nickels  have  become  part  of  America  over  the  years,  good  for  a ride  at  the  county  fair  or  for  a 
free  drink  at  the  soda  fountain.  During  the  '40's  and  '50's,  wooden  nickels  were  big  commerce  at  state 
centennial  celebrations,  which  sometimes  would  last  for  months.  As  Hornung  tells  it,  wooden  nickels 
were  used  as  currency  at  the  centennial  fairs  - and  were  accepted  as  good  cash  money  in  the 
surrounding  towns  and  small  businesses  as  well.  Two  or  three  weeks  before  the  end  of  the  fair, 
however,  with  worthlessness  looming,  people  "would  begin  to  worry  about  getting  stuck  with  them." 
Hence  the  phrase:  Don't  take  any  wooden  nickels.  Even  today,  wooden  nickels  have  their  uses.  As 
coupons,  for  example,  one  will  get  you  a beer  on  a brewery  tour,  or  a short  stack  at  the  local  pancake 
house.  In  fact,  one  of  the  biggest  displays  in  the  nickel  museum  is  a shrine  to  Domino's  Pizza,  which 
periodically  gives  away  nickels  good  for  pizza  upgrades.  "Collecting  wooden  nickels  is  just  an 
extension  of  coin  collecting,"  Hornung  said.  "I  think  it's  more  exciting.  There's  only  a certain 
amount  of  coins.  There  are  millions  of  different  types  of  wooden  nickels,  and  you  can  specialize  in 
them.  Tracking  them  down  is  the  fun  part."  The  Dennises,  for  example,  specialized  in  collecting 
wooden  nickels  from  the  now  defunct  Sambo's  Restaurant.  Several  years  ago,  the  couple  spent  nearly 
a year  driving  around  the  country  visiting  every  Sambo's  they  could  find.  Years  later-you  guessed  it 
the  complete  Sambo's  Restaurant  Collection  is  on  display  here  in  San  Antonio.  Herb  has  a web  site 
that  can  be  reached  at  www.wooden-nickel.net.

GEARY,  OKLAHOMA  - CENTENNIAL  - 1998 


The  population  of  Geary  is  approximately  1400  people.  It  is  located  fifty  miles  northwest  of  Oklahoma  City, 
just  nine  miles  north  of  Interstate  40.  The  town  site  was  one  of  the  twelve  Oklahoma  Stations  of  the  Butter- 
field Overland  Mail  Routes.  It  was  chosen  in  anticipation  of  the  coming  of  the  Choctow  Railraod.  This  railroad 
was  purchased  in  1907  by  the  Rock  Island  Railroad. 

The  town  of  Geary  was  previously  Cheyenne  and  Arapho  land.  Ranches  operated  in  the  area  after  the  land 
was  opened  by  the  run  in  April,  1892.  This  is  referring  to  the  Cherokee  Strip  Assoc.  Land  Run  of  1892. 
After  substantial  growth,  due  to  wheat  and  cattle  ranches,  the  town  was  incorporated  in  1904.  Geary  is 
located  in  Blaine  County. 

The  location  of  Geary,  as  a business  center,  is  about  in  the  middle  of  the  two  Canadian  Rivers,  both  of  whose 
fertile  valleys  are  tributary  to  Geary  for  miles  in  each  direction.  The  land  around  this  town  is  very  productive 
to  large  crops  being  raised  every  year.  I read  an  exert  from  the  one  hundred  year  old  local  newspaper.  The 
Geary  Star,  that  its  wheat  shipments  alone  was  over  400,000  bushels.  Can  you  imagine  what  it  is  today? 

The  country  side  around  Geary  is  fairly  well  settled  and  a talk  with  the  farmers  and  ranchers  will  convince 
you  that  prosperity  has  been  and  is  still  with  them.  Nice  big  homes,  large  barns,  lots  of  fat  cattle,  horses,  and 
hogs  are  seen  on  almost  every  farm. 

It  has  been  said  that  three  things  were  always  necessary  to  the  growth  and  perfection  of  a city:  namely, 
churches,  schools  and  a newspaper.  Geary  has  churches  in  abundance,  fine  schools  and  a newspaper;  there- 
fore they  see  nothing  to  prevent  it  from  becoming  one  of  the  leading  cities  in  Oklahoma. 

There  are  thousands  of  acres  of  fertile  Indian  allotments  along  the  North  Canadian  Valley  that  can  be  leased; 
and  is  leased  each  year  for  a nominal  figure,  which  are  put  into  cultivation  for  never  failing  crops. 

According  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Geary  is  a very  comfortable  town.  Several  recreational  activities  are 
available,  a nice  park  which  contains  the  municipal  swimming  pool.  There  also  is  sofball  diamonds,  little  league 
baseball  and  even  a horse  arena  available  to  all  the  would  be  cowboys  who  want  to  practice  bronco  riding,  or 
other  rodeo  activities.  Sorry,  no  bull  riding  in  the  park.  Both  Canadian  Rivers  and  American  Horse  Lake 
offers  some  very  good  fishing,  if  you  care  to  indulge.  Naturally  they  have  a golf  course  for  those  who  like 
that  sport. 

If  you  are  a history  buff  = Jesse  Chisholm  gravesite  is  just  eight  miles  northeast  of  Geary,  near  the  Left 
Hand  Spring.  This  very  scenic  historical  area  overlooks  the  verdant  North  Canadian  River  Valley.  Canadian 
River  Historical  Society  maintains  the  museum  that  is  full  of  artifacts  that  pioneers  and  homesteaders  brought 
with  them  while  paving  the  way  for  today’s  population  to  enjoy.  They  also  maintain  the  first  jail  facilities  and 
a railroad  caboose  as  an  added  attraction. 

Geary’s  Centennial  celebration  was  May  9-10,  1998.  This  celebration  was  somewhat  different  than  most;  such 
as  quilt  shows,  women  rolling  pen  throwing  contest  and  even  husband  calling  contest.  Of  course  there  was  lot 
of  musical  entertainment,  almost  non-stop.  These  musicians  probably  never  read  a note  of  music.  They  have  a 
talent  not  known  to  everyone.  They  call  it  playing  by  ear!!!!  They  also  had  the  usual  art  and  crafts,  old 
fashion  games  and  contests  for  both  children  and  adults,  the  big  parade,  dancing,  etc. 

A wooden  nickel,  black  / buffalo,  was  issued  for  this  Centennial  Celebration.  We  don’t  know  if  anymore  are 
available  or  not.  We  received  ours  from  Esther  Moorland,  Canadian  River  Museum  Secretary,  Geary,  OK. 
She  was  also  on  the  Centennial  Committee. 

The  above  information  was  taken  from  (1)  the  Centennial  Edition 
of  the  Geary  Star,  (2)  part  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  pamphlet, 
and  (3)  a copy  of  the  1899  Geary  Bulletin  sent  to  us  by  Esther 
Moorhead.

The  View  from 
“Treason  House” 

West  Haverstraw’s  Role 


in  the  Revolutionary 

Each  year,  local  history  is  cel- 
ebrated during  the'month  of  Oc- 
tober and  this  year  Rockland- 
County  is  celebrating  in  a big  - 
way.  Rockland  will  conclude  its 
year-long  Bicentennial  Celebra- 
tion with  a number  of  commemo- 
rative events  including  a gala 
dinner  dance. 

Although  it  wasn’t  incorpo- 
rated until  March  1883,  West 
Haverstraw  has  played  a signifi- 
cant role  in  the  county’s  eco- 
nomic and  social  development 
and  was  the  scene  of  several 
notable  historical  events.  The 
Garnerville  Terminal  was  the 
center  of  a once  prosperous  tex- 
tile industry  and  innovative 
“company  town."  The  Village  was 
greatly  influenced  by  and  con- 
tributed to  the  fabled  Haverstraw 
brick  industry.  It  was  also  the  site 
of  one  of  the  busiest  railroad  ter- 
minals north  of  New  York  City. 

West  Haverstraw's  citizens  la- 
bored in  these  and  other  indus- 
tries as  they  built  a thriving  com- 
munity. 

One  of  the  most  notable 
events  in  West  Haverstraw's  his- 
tory was  also  a turning  point  in 
the  Revolutionary  War.  If  Bene- 
dict Arnold  had  met  with  Major 
John  Andre  in  Dobbs  Ferry  as 
originally  planned,  perhaps  we 
would  still  be  under  British  rule. 
However,  on  September  19, 

1780,  Arnold  and  Andre  met  on 
the  Haverstraw  side  of  the  Hud- 
son River.  When  their  negotia- 
tions carried  over  into  the  next 
morning,  they  traveled  to  the 
home  of  Joshua  Hett  Smith  to 
continue  their  discussion. 

Smith’s  home  was  located  in 
West  Haverstraw  on  a portion  of 
the  current  site  of  Helen  Hayes 
Hospital.  Smith’s  family  referred 
to  the  property  as  ‘Treasure  Hill;" 
however,  after  that  fateful  day,  it 
would  forever  come  to  be  known 
as  “Treason  House." 

From  the  second  story  of 
Smith’s  home  they  could  see  An- 


War 

d re’s  ship  The  Vulture  being  at- 
tacked by  cannon  fire.  When  the 
ship  retreated  down  shore,  south 
of  Hook  Mountain,  Andre  asked 
Smith  to  accompany  him  to  his 
ship.  Smith  refused  to  take  him; 
however  he  did  assist  Andre  in 
crossing  the  Hudson  to  Croton. 
With  the  plans  to  West  Point 
safely  tucked  in  his  boot,  Major 
Andre  began  his  journey,  which 
would  secure  his  fate  and  the 
fate  of  our  country.  Andre  was 
captured  in  Tarrytown  and  he 
and  Smith  were  eventually  taken 
to  Tappan  where  an  inquiry  was 
ordered.  Upon  hearing  of  the  ar- 
rest, Benedict  Arnold  made  his 
way  to  The  Vulture  and  escaped 
detection. 

The  trial  began  on  September 
29,  1780.  Andre  was  judged  to 
be  a spy  and  sentenced  to  death. 
His  death  warrant  was  signed  by 
General  George  Washington 
and  he  was  ordered  hung  on  Oc- 
tober 2,  1780.  Joshua  Hett  Smith 
was  not  found  guilty  of  any  in- 
volvement in  this  conspiracy.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  Smith’s 
brother-in-law,  Col.  Ann 
Hawkes  Hay  was  Washington’s 
right  hand  man  in  charge  of  the 
area  from  Stony  Point  to  Fort 
Lee,  New  Jersey,  as  well  as 
Haverstraw’s  delegate  to  the 
New  York  City  Convention.  After 
Arnold's  treacherous  act,  Hay’s 
home,  also  located  in  what  is 
now  West  Haverstraw,  was  de- 
stroyed and  his  property  in  Ja- 
maica (the  country  of  his  birth) 
was  seized  by  the  British  be- 
cause of  his  revolutionary  activi- 
ties in  Haverstraw.  He  died  pen- 
niless in  New  York  City  in  1786. 

Although  many  of  these  his- 
toric places  are  no  longer  part  of 
the  West  Haverstraw  landscape, 
we  owe  a debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
men  and  women  who  lived, 
worked  and  fought  to  give  us  the 
opportunity  to  celebrate  200 
years  of  Rockland's  history. 
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
